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Are Banquets Necessary ? 


ABIT more than anything else accounts for banquets at 
each annual exhibition, or party. We wonder if those in 
charge of these affairs have ever halted a few moments in 
their preparations to ponder over the necessity, if any, 
for the banquet. Too many of our annual meetings are 
too much duplication of each other and except for size, 
frequently there is little difference. Committees are always searching 
for something different, and we suggest they tackle the idea of a good 
replacement for the banquet. A survey of attendance at banquets would 
be interesting—and informative. People attend these annuals to see, 
talk, buy, sell and swap stamps; but the banquet fits in nowhere among 
these. Attendance at banquets is for the most part out-of-towners, with 
only a sprinkling of local club members. At some the local membership 
is conspicuous by its absence. The out-of-towners attend the feed mainly 
because they have nothing better to do at the time; often because 
banquet tickets are included with bourse space fee. Even so, it has 
been necessary to close the bourse, interrupting the philatelic part 
of the meeting, in order to have any sizeable attendance at dinner 
tables. So why have banquets? Informality is the keynote of a good 
stamp meeting, but banquets seldom help in this respect. 

Local members with no particular enthusiasm for such dinners 
cannot be blamed for thinking that to be expected to pay $1.50 to 
$3.00 for a 50c meal is straining their loyalty. Also, no matter how 
hard the committee, caterer, hotel, etc., strive to please, a large number 
of ticket holders are extremely critical of the “vittles” supplied, and 
no matter what is served it runs a gauntlet of hostile critics. 

Since most stamp collectors purchases are small sums in comparison 
with other hobbies, to pay $1.50 to $3.00—or double that if the wife 
goes—represents a sizeable dent in the stamp budget. Consequently 
many stay away on that account, and cannot be blamed for doing so. 
But when these folk stay away the average collector is not represented 
at the table. 

Then there is entertainment. Wives and other unconverted are 
bored if it is something seriously philatelic, such as a spe ch. Conse- 
quently entertainment must be of a general nature and must match in 
quality similar material at other banquets, and stamp clubs operating 
on smaller budgets than most clubs, the matter of expense for enter- 
tainment is a serious burden. Would not the same amount of time, 
money and effort work wonders if employed in numerous small ways 
to add to the success of exhibition and bourse or late evening informal 
entertainment? 

Of course there are banquets and banquets; some being practically 
what might be termed “institutions” and not lightly to be discarded. 
But we are convinced a survey of attendance will sustain our belief 
that in most instances a banquet is not necessary to a successful meeting. 
Our precancel columnist the other week expressed it one way when he 
said in speaking of a meeting, “‘Those who were there were not nearly 
so important as the stamps that were there.”

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ECENTLY a little-known part of 
Africa gained prominence in the 
newspapers of the world. French 
Equatorial Africa, with few ex- 
ceptions, had declared itself 

ready to support General de Gaulle. 
ven to stamp collectors this vast piece 
of the dark continent has been rather 
obscure in actuality. To them this col- 
ny has simply been a mass of confu- 
sion, issuing seemingly extraneous 
ig@stamps. Actually the history of this great 
area is very interesting and a colorful 
chapter in the expansion of the French 
colonial empire in Central Africa. 

It is the purpose of this article to ex- 
ock offiplain the highlights in the development 
ecident fof French Equatorial Africa as explained 
ete eal by the issues of that colony and the sec-

are overlooked because they are gaudy 
and seem to be unduly speculative. Thus 
in passing up such issues the serious 
student skips several virgin fields rich 
in nuggets of worthwhile philatelic in- 
formation. May the following sketches 
serve as partial proof, at least, of this. 


It is to Count Louis-Edward Bouet- 
Willaumez (1808-1871) that France owes 
much for discovering Gabon in 1838. 
This French naval officer had received 
his African baptism in the participation 
of the sacking of Algiers, for he held an 
important rank in the French naval de- 
tahment that bombarded the Algerian 

catalog capital in 1830. The following year 
t prices} Bouet-Willaumez was sent to Senegal.

Renewed interest in Gabon and the 
discoveries made by de Brazza excited 
adventurous souls from many parts of 
Europe. Rivalry for sharing the Gabon- 
ese spoils heightened. However, de 
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The issues of the huge French colony exceed 
in number all other colonies. 


Brazza succeeded in making treaties with 
Makoko (cf. Gabon D3) during the early 
80’s of the last centt .y which ceded 
large areas to the French. 

In 1886 Gabon was placed under the 
administration of a lieutenant-governor 
who was responsible to the governor- 
general of French West Africa. That 
same year a special postal system for 
Gabon was established, and thus the first 
Gabonese postage stamps appeared in 
1886. These consisted of current French 
Colonies stamps appropriately surcharged 
(see Gabon Nos. 1-5). 

Later in 1886 de Brazza made other 
explorations south of Gabon and gained 
territories for the French along the 
Congo river. These were given the name 
French Congo. In 1891 French Congo 
and Gabon were united into one colony, 


Brazza conducted extensive explora-|and in that year Gabonese stamps ceased

existing. That year French Colonies 
stamps were surcharged for use in French 
Congo, but the stamps were not used 
only in the regions near the Congo but 
in the former colony of Gabon, as well. 
During the years 1888-1891 the French 
became interested in expanding their 
possessions toward the Nile. Paul Cram- 
pel (1864-1891) was one of the pioneers 
in French advances in the areas sur- 
rounding Lake Chad. The Moslem na- 
tives of the native sultanates bordering 
on the great lake were very hostile. They 
were tenaciously so. Crampel lost his 
life at El-Kouti, in the Chad zone, in 
1891 while his forces tried to crush those 
of the native sultan. This noted French 
African explorer is shown on French 
Equatorial African stamps of type AS. 
Crampel’s campaigns were the fore- 
runners of more extensive and vital ex- 
nlorations conducted by Foureau, Lamy, 
Touillard, Liotard, Archambault, and 
Gentil. The activities of these men made 
it possible for the French to attach large 
tracts of the present-day territory of 
Ubangi-Shari to French Congo in 1894, 
and large bits of Chad during the first 
few years after the turn of the century. 


Of the names mentioned above, all 
cave those of Jouillard and Liotard have 
been perpetuated by having their names 
given to towns in Cameroun and French 
Equatorial Africa. Fort-Foureau, north- 
ern most post office in Cameroun and 
known as Kouserri until after the World 
War, was named after Foureau because 
it was there he died while trying to 
gain new lands for France. Lamy gave 
his name to the canital of the Chad dis- 
trict, i. e. Fort Lamy. Fort Archam- 
bault in Ubangi-Shari and Port Gentil 
in Gabon were named after those two 
great French explorers. Thus by means 
of postmarks from those places one can 
have interesting philatelic souvenirs of 
those days when France was extending its 
dominion in Equatorial Africa. 

Liotard and Gentil, mentioned above, 
have been honored by having their pic- 
tures placed on stamps. Little seems to 
be recorded about Liotard, who appears 
on French Equatorial African stamps of 
type A6. Liotard was named governor 
of the Ubangi holdings in 1896 and 
served until 1902 when he was replaced 
by Emile Gentil. 

Geographic science owes much to Gen- 
til, who opened up intriguing lands in 
the Lake Chad region. Emile Gentil

gi D4, worked as a young man under 
de Brazza c. 1890-1892 in Gabon. From 
1900-1902 Gentil conducted several ex- 
plorations on Lake Chad, and in 1903 
operated the first steamboat on the lake. 

In recognition of his bringing such 
large areas of the Chad zone under 
French military control, Gentil became 
administrator-in-chief of the Chad- 
Ubangi territory. 

In 1903 the vast holdings then making 
up French Congo required being con- 
verted into autonomous districts in order 
to ease the task of pacifying the outly- 
ing and partially subjugated zones. Thus 
Gabon again began having its own postal 
service and stamps in 1904 (cf. Gabon 
Nos. 16-32). Between 1903 and 1910 the 
titles and duties of the administrative of- 
ficers of the various districts of French 
Congo were frequently changed without 
altering the political status of the places 
concerned. 

French Congo, in order to avoid con- 
fusing the district with the colony, was 
changed to the name of Middle Congo in 
1906. The following year new stamps, in 
the designs of the 1900 French Congo 
items (cf. French Congo A4-A6), with 
the name Middle Congo in French ap- 
peared. These designs (Middle Congo 
A1-A3) were in use for more than a 
quarter of a century. They served as 
the foundations for stamps of Chad and 
Ubangi, and, during the early military 
occupation and during the first French 
mandate, served as the basis for certain 
Cameroun stamps (cf. Cameroun 116- 
121, 130-168). 

In 1910 the prior autonomous colonies 

were politically lumped into one unit 
designated as “French Equatorial Africa.” 
This change has been recorded on Gab- 
onese stamps of types A13-A15. How- 
ever, the former colonies, now reduced 
to subordinate districts, still retained ad- 
ministrative autonomy, just as they do, 
to a lesser degree, today. 
Until 1915 Ubangi-Shari, and the de- 
pendency of Chad, had been a combined 
civil district and military protectorate. 
In that year the whole region, with the 
exception of the desert regions of Tibesti 
and Wadai, was consolidated into one 
civilian administrative sub-unit. A spe- 
cial postal administration for the area 
was set up in 1915, too, and this event 
has been philatelically recorded by the 
emission of Middle Congo stamps over- 
printed “OUBANGUI-CHARITCHAD” 
in ~ and two lines (cf. Ubangi Nos. 
1-22). 

During the last years of the war in 
Europe revolts flared up in nothern 
Chad near the Libian frontier. But in 
1922 Chad seemed to be completely paci- 
fied and so in that year it was separated 
from Ubangi and made a distinct civilian 
autonomous district. This act has been 
recorded by the issuance of stamps in 
the designs of Middle Congo A1-A3 over- 
printed TCHAD in large bold face. 
Beginning in 1924 the stamps of Chad, 
Gabon, Middle Congo, and Ubangi were 
overprinted “AFRIQUE EQUATORI- 
ALE FRANCAISE” in two or three lines 
to signify more clearly the fact that 
these individual administrative units 
were actually parts of the one political

Unless a large portion is 
attached, collectors as a rule place little 
extra value on such varieties, as they are 
fairly common. Stamps like the one our 
rader submits are termed “gutter 


sipes.” 





“What Latin-American countries have 
philatelic agencies?” We have from time 
to time noted these in our columns, but 
restrictions change from year to year. At 
the present time Guatemala is probably 
the only country conducting an Agency 
just like that at Washington. Its address 
is Guatemala, C. A., and a request to 
the “Ministerio de Communicaciones” 
will bring a list. Mexico’s Philatelic 
Agency is simply a government venture 
in stamp dealing, stamps being sold at 
prices supposedly their current market 
value. Peru, at the “Museo Postal y 
Filatelico” at Lima will sell complete 
sets of current series. Brazil refuses for- 
eign orders. Nicaragua at last reports 
sells stamps by mail. Currency and ex- 
change difficulties; failure of collectors 
to write in Spanish; scarcity of clerks 
familiar with philatelic terms and re- 
quirements; and sell-outs of short issues 
have all combined to make most of the 
countries somewhat shy of conducting a 
mail order trade in stamps. They have 
found it a source of much trouble, and 
the profits, despite all that has been 
said, are not very large compared with 
other and easier sources of government 
revenue. We have never advocated the 
sending of stamp orders to foreign gov- 
emments and as a result have been ac- 
cused of favoring the dealer advertisers 
Stamp papers actually obtain little ad- 
vertising revenue of current issues. Our 
objection is that the stamps obtained 
frequently cost more than if bought at 
a stamp dealer’s (and since it is the 
dealer’s advertising revenue that makes 
stamp papers possible, they deserve all 
the patronage collectors can give them. 
The various governments do not provide 
any particular support of the papers and 
furthermore why should they in any way

nue?); the stamps usually obtained from 
foreign governments are not as fine in 
condition as the selected copies obtain- 
able at a dealer, consequently philately 
has added to its “inventory” a large 
quantity of second rate copies; bickering 
with government officials as a result of 
supposedly slow or otherwise poor serv- 
ice antagonizes those persons in respect 
to philately and defeats the efforts of 
years to educate them to a friendly and 
sympathetic attitude; and finally we 
should not overlook the effect on some 
collectors who, thinking they have been 
swindled, roundly accuse the whole hob- 
by of being a racket. Few collectors 
seem to realize that it takes weeks or 
months for a round trip letter to a for- 
eign office, and consequently hasty 
charges concerning the honesty of these 
officials are frequently made without the 
slightest excuse. So we say NO. If you 
can’t step up in person to buy your 
stamps at a stamp window, then buy 
them from your dealer. What if a set 
does cost a nickel more? Isn’t it worth 
a nickel to see what you are getting and 
save long and troublesome delay in get- 
ting the stamps? As a matter of fact, 
it’s not unusual for an issue to cost less 
at a dealer’s than it does when bought 
direct from a country. 


e H. M. Barkow, Brodhead, Wisc., re- 
ports his New Caledonia clipper covers 
came back franked with 11 francs and 
19.50 francs respectively in postage. It 
now seems conclusive that little attempt 
was made to affix correct postage at this 
point, and that covers with odd franking 
are not unusual.

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French Equatorial Africa 
(Continued from page 84) 





unit called French Equatorial Africa. 
This status continued until 1934. 

Prior to 1934 the French Equatorial 
African federation had been only a politi- 
cal union in name. Administratively the 
different sub-colonies had large degrees 
of self-government, just as do the sub- 
colonies in French West Africa. In those 
days the individual sub-colonies of 
French Equatorial Africa had their own 
judiciary systems, their own postal and 
telegraphic administrations, etc. 

Thus the fusion of the four sub-colo- 
nies into one gigantic administrative unit 
was of greater importance than the mere 
titular political union of 1910. The 
merging of various governmental depart- 
ments of the sub-colonies proceeded 
slowly after the 1934 amalgamation, and 
so it was not until 1936 that the sepa- 
rate postal systems were united into one. 


Large stocks of Middle Congo and 
Gabonese stamps were on hand, and so 
various, but non-duplicating, values of 
the 1932-33 series of Gabon and Middle 
Congo were overprinted “AFRIQUE 
EQUATORIALE FRANCAISE” promi- 
nently (cf. French Equatorial Africa 
Nos. 1-26) and had the names of the 
sub-colonies obliterated by bars. The 
following year the current pictorial series 
of the united colony appeared. 

The present administrative hierarchy 
of French Equatorial Africa is this: 

The entire colony is under a governor- 
general, who functions like the British 
representative in Canada (the Canadian 
governor-general). Middle Congo is un- 
der the administration of a governor, who 
is the governor-general’s secretary. The 
administrator of Middle Congo is ap- 
pointed by decree authorized by the colo- 
nial legislature. In that way the Middle 
Congo governor corresponds to one or 
the other of the two commissioners se- 
lected by the American Senate to gov- 
em the District of Columbia. The gov- 
ernor of Middle Congo and the colonial 
governor-general reside at Brazzaville, 
since that is the capital of both. 

Gabon is under the jurisdiction of an 
administrator-in-chief, who, as in former

times, is often a naval officer, although 
not always. The head of Gabon is ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Colonies at 
Paris, and corresponds to the naval gov- 
ernor of Guam in function. The Gabon- 
ese administrator-in-chief resides at 
Libreville, the sub-colonial capital. 

Ubangi has a governor at its head who 
is responsible directly to the Minister 
of Colonies in Paris. Frequently, but 
not always, the Ubangi governor is an 
army official, and in this way the duties 
and function of the governor here is 
similar to that of the governor of the 
Canal Zone in Panama. The administra- 
tive head of Ubangi resides at the capi- 
tal, Bangui, on the Ubangi River. 

Chad is presided over by a command- 
ant, appointed by decree as is the Mid- 
dle Congo governor. The commandant 
of Chad corresponds to the governor of 
an American dependency like the Virgin 
Islands, e. g. The actual governmental 
headquarters of Chad have not been 
permanently established yet and so the 
commandant temporarily resides at the 
provisional capital, Fort Lamy, close to 
Lake Chad. 


So much for the political makeup of 
French Equatorial Africa. What kind of 
a country is it? To answer that we must 
turn to the multitudinous stamps issued 
for the colony by the French. 


Let us consider the geography of the 
colony first, working from the north then 
down southward. In the central north- 
eastern part of Chad one comes across 
the eastern fringes of the Sahara where 
rocky masses border the sandy stretches. 
Here the buildings are of the plain, 
square type so characteristic of the Mos- 
lem inhabitants of the various desert 
regions. The edifices are built from sun- 
dried mud made of a clay similar to 
adobe in composition. The architecture 
of these structures, as shown in the ex- 
amples illustrated on French Equatorial 
African stamps of type A4, is much 
plainer than that of the Tuaregs and 
Haussas of French Sudan and southern 
Algeria, e. g. The style of architecture 
shown on the stamps just mentioned is 
Wadaian.

New Stamp May Honor Rogers 





A commemorative stamp honoring the 
memory of Will Rogers, revered Ameri- 
can humorist and humanitarian, will like- 
ly be issued by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment soon after the new year, its high 
officials predicted recently. The stamp 
would be of the three-cent denomination, 
it was learned, and plans for its issu- 
ance have been “virtually approved” by 
Postmaster General Walker, so said the 
officials in Washington. Work on the de- 
sign was understood to be underway. 

This disclosure brought to light also 
the fact that some leaders in Oklahoma 
have made political capital out of the 
fact this administration had not earlier 
moved to honor Rogers in the stamp 
world. Probably what was meant in this 
case, was the Famous American series 
just recently finished. This also, it has 
has been rumored, may be the beginning 
or part of another Famous American 
series for 1941. 

A heroic statue of Rogers stands in 
the national capitol, in the corridor lead- 
ing to the chamber of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. But beyond this, Rogers 
has not been officially honored by the 
Roosevelt administration, it was pointed 
out. Aside from politics, Rogers has been 
honored via the postage stamp in Latin- 
American countries.

CONDITION 


As concerns the descriptions and the 
varying meanings as interpreted by the 
different auction dealers has been nicely 
discussed in the November BEE by Wil- 
son P. Smith, new President of the Pre- 
cancel Stamp Society. It is his opinion 
and I am inclined to agree with him 
that some sort of a system in describing 
the condition of material offered in the 
various auctions as far as the precancel 
fraternity is concerned should be stand- 
ardized. For instance what one dealer 
calls fine another dealer may rightly 
designate as “dt” or “dc” which can 
hardly be called good or fine either. If 
the dealers who call such material fine 
would have used the word SOUND, mean- 
ing not torn or scuffed, etc., they would 
have more nearly described such ma- 
terial and not have the eye of suspicion 
pointed their way. After all though, if 
you are examining an auction where the 
very lowest grade of material is described 
as GOOD and the condition descriptions 
go from there on up to extra superb, 
you can just bank on it that the Good 
items are pretty poor. To me this is all a 
dead give away and no collector should 
get fooled but I guess there are some 
trusting souls who believe the word good 
when they read it in an auction catalog 
and get hooked. The idea of a standard- 
ized system of description for auction 
dealers is very fine but it won’t work 





because those dealers who are accurately 
describing their material will gladly adopt 
such a system but those dealers who 
want to over-rate their stuff to get high 
bids on junk items will never agree to 
doing anything of the kind so we will 
be right back where we started from. 
Nevertheless I hope the idea is carrie 
through and with persistent effort over a 
period of time some good may be accom- 
plished. The concerted effort of the buy- 
ing bidders could bring this about in no 
time if they demanded their auction deal 
ers to use this system. We hope they 
demand it.
